TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  RAINFORD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  31st  Annual  Report  on 
the  welfare  of  Rainford  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1961, 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has  been 
most  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  has  shown  a  definite  increase  being 
20.3  compared  with  17.1  for  the  previous  year. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  of  13.7  is  similar  to  that  in  England 
and  Wales. 

I  have  to  report  that  there  were  two  deaths  of  children  at  the 
age  of  one  year  and  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year  due  to  an  increased  incidence  of  measles.  No  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  No  case  of 
diphtheria  has  been  notified. 

During  the  year  2,463  injections  were  given  against  poliomyelitis  - 
949  of  these  persons  completed  the  course  of  injections,  and  475  booster 
doses  were  given.  No  case  of  poliomyelitis  has  been  notified.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  continues  to  be  one  of  the  Council's  biggest  problems  due  to 
the  scattered  nature  of  the  district  and  the  distance  away  from  the  main 
tip.  Expenditure  is  high  and  increased  housing  continues  to  make  the 
position  more  difficult. 

The  Council  are  considering  purchasing  a  larger  capacity  and  more 
efficient  type  of  vehicle  for  future  collections. 

Suitable  type  of  labour  is  difficult  to  obtain  and  hired  haulage 
is  enployed  to  help  out. 

There  are  seasonal  increases  in  the  contents  of  bins  with  the 
consequence  that  bin  collecting  and  privy  emptying  have  to  suffer.

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year  and  it  is 
now  16  years  since  a  case  was  notified  in  the  district. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


During  the  year  there  were  no  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  no  deaths 
occurring  from  Tuberculosis. 

Following  the  inception  of  the  National  'Iea?th  Service  Act,  1948, 
treatment  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital 
Board.
